Such eredit would be sufiicient 
to financo a boom before which the 
speculative pyrotechnics of 1929 
would palo into insignificance. 

There is only one barrier to the 
immediate use of this vast poten- 
tial credit volume. That is 
business confidence. 

This vast credit, reservoir has 
beon -crented principally by Gov- 
ernment épending that has neces- 
aitated billlons of dollars of 
treasury borrowing. Since Juno 
of 1932 the Government debt has 
increnned by more ‘than nine 
bilHon dollars. ; 

When the Government borrows 
the common practice ia the sale 
of bonds to banks comprising the 
Federal Reserve System: Instead 
of actually paying the treasury In- 
ensh for the bonds, the banks 
create on their books a dofinito 
credit to the trensury’s account. 

When the Government fnances 
relief any ‘construction projects it 
draws. ‘cheques against credits 
which sutomatically have been 
created when the banks purchased 
the bonds. Those cheques are 
made payable to contractors, 
sellers of supplies and disbursers 
of relief funds, and usually act 
to swell their bank accounts cor- 
respondingly. In many cases, no, 


money has changed hand, yet in- |}. 


dividual baik accounts may have 
been increased by millions . of 
dollars. As collateral for. these 
accounts, a bank has the govern- 
ment bonds which it has pyr 
chased. 

The total. bank deposits—in- 
cluding both time and demand 
deposits—now approximate $20,- 
000,000,000 against $16,000,000,000 
at the beginning of 1934, Net 
demand  deposita alone have 
crossed $15,000,000,000 for ‘the 
first time since 1929, and are 20 
per cent, higher than they were 
a year ago. 

With such bank credits near the 
all-time record, some cconomists 
sny, it is only a question of time 
until businessmen, feellng & re- 
turn of confidence, begin to draw 
on the idle funds. If they did 60 
they might start the pump opera- 
ting at top speed, and credit 
inflation might then be more than 
an academic term to the average 
citizen... 0_.

A camera no larger than the end 
of yn fead pencil which makes 16 
simultaneous photographs of the 
interlor of the stomach [Im 30 
seconds waa described by one of its 
inventors, Dr. Herbert Hofmann 
of the Institute Modelo of Bucnoa 
Alrea, nt the recent convention of 
the American Medical Society. 
Collaborating with Dr. Hofmann 
in the invention of the stomach 
camera was Dr. J. P. Uslenghi, 
Professor at the University of 
Buenos Aires. : 


The stomach camera. is unique in 
that it {8 awallowed by the patient 
in a small rubber balloon. The 
camera is on the end of a rubber 
tube which maken ita withdrawal 
simple. 

The balloon is distended with air 


patient has swallowed it. The dis- 
tention of the balloon causes the 
stomach to distend, smoothing out 
the wrinkles on its wall. This dis- 
tention serves also to focus the 
enmera by insuring that the walls 
lof the atomach are the proper dis- 
tance from the camera. 
The balloon is then punctured by 
n device connected to the tube. A 
brilliant electric light which is part 
of the camera flashes on’ and the 
16 pictures are taken in a hundred 
and twentieth of a second. 
The camera docs not employ 
lenses but minute pinholes, operat- 
ing on the principle of the pinhole 
camera. The sixteen, films em- 
ployed are ench about a quarter of 
an neh square, 
From them enlargements can be 
made and a model of the interior of 
the stomach construeted. 
The. camera represented a de- 
velopment of researches begun by 
Prof. Joseph 
It is being used suecessfully in 
diagnosing stomach ulcers, can- 
cers, and other diseased conditions 
of the stomach.

It. was the second new diagnostic 
device demonstrated in the courac 
of the A.MLA. mecting.

WAR’ CLOUDS 

Now that there seems small 
hope of a peaceful adjustment of 
the dispute between Italy and 
Abyssinia, it-ig worth while to 
look into the circumstances 
which have provoked the present 
crisis. Abyssinia, as is well 
known, except where it borders 
on Egypt is surrounded by terri- 
tories ruled by Britain, France 
and Italy. Relations between 
Italy and Abyssinia have been 
strained fur some years, and on 
several occasions Italy. has threa. 
tened the Abyssinian border, for 
the frontier between them ig 
desert country and no definite 
boundary hag ever been made. 
It is this undefined frontier that 
has caused all the trouble. In 
1908 the countries concerned 
concluded a Treaty saying that 
their frontier shouldbe 180 mites 
from the ‘sea. Part of this 
Treaty said that the actual boun- 
dary should be marked by wells 
of water, but this has never been 
done, and both Italy and Abys- 
sinia accuse each other of fuiling 
to cooperate. By September, 
1984, trouble was brewing. 
| Abyssinia was said to be arming, 
and Italy was moving troops to 
Somaliland. Both Governments, 
as is usual in times of danger, 
atuted that their relationship 
was entirely friendly, but they 
had their eyes on the wells, 
Ualual, a town sixty miles west 
of the unknown frontier, appenr- 
ed in Italian maps as part of 
Italy’s dominions, while the Em- 
peror of Abyssinin, who was 
tightening his hold on his outly- 
ing provinces,- declared _ that 
Ualual was part of his province 
of Ogaden. In November, 1934, 
an Anglo-Abyssinian Commis- 
sion went to Ualual. A. clash 
with Italian colonial troops oc- 
curred and after nearly a month 
no solution of the main problem 
was reached. The British Mis- 
sion made every possible effort, 
but it was continually’ thwarted 
by the unconciliatory attitude of 
the Itulian representative. This 
offices stood by his Government's 
original view, that Italian domin- 
ion must cover .the ‘provocative 
wells in- addition to the town of 
Ualual. After the fighting of 
last December, cach side blamed 
the other for beginning - it.

BUSINESS FAITH. . 
NEEDED

Such credit would be sufficient 
to finance a boom before which the 
speculative pyrotechnics ‘of 1929 
would pale into insignificance. 

There is only ono barrier to the 
immediate use of this vast poten- 
tink credit volume. That 1s 
business confidence. 

This vast credit reservoir has 
been created principally by Gov- 
ernment spending that has neccs- 
aitated ‘billions of dollara of 
treasury borrowing. Since June 
of 1932 the Government debt has 
Increased by more than nine 
billion dollars. f 

When the Government borrows 
tho common practice is the sale 
of bonds to banks comprising the 
Federal Reserve System. Instead 
of actually paying the treasury in 
cash for the bonds, the banks 
create on their books a definite 
credit to the treasury's account. 

When the Government finances 
relief any construction projects it 
draws cheques against credits 
which automatically have been 
created when the banks purchased 
the bonds.’ Those cheques aro 
made payable to contractors, 
rellers of supplies and disbursers 
of relief funds, and usually act 
to swell their bank Sccounts cor- 
respondingly. [t many cascs, no 
money has changed hands, yet In- 
dividual bank accounts may have 
been .increased by millions of 
dollars, As collateral for these 
uccounts, a bank has the govern- 
ment bonds which {ft has pur- 
chased. ; 

The, total bank deposita—in- 
cluding both time and demand 
deposits—now approximate $20,- 
000,000,000 against $16,000,000,000 
at the beginning of 1934, Net 
demand deposits alone have 
crossed . $15,000,000,000 for tha 
first time since 1929, and are 20 
per cent. higher than they were 
nu year ago, 

With such bank credits near the 
all-time record, some economists 
gay, it {s only a question of time 
until businessmen, fecling 4 re- 
turn of confidence, begin to draw 
on the idle funds, If they did 60 
they might start the pump opera- 
ting at top speed, and 
Inflation might then be more than

The balloon is distended with alr 
pumped through the tube after the 
f patient has swallowed it. The dis- 
tention of the balloon causes the 
*|ktomach to distend, amoothing out 
the wrinkles on its wall. This dis- 
H tention serves also to focus the 
(| camera by insuring that the walls 
of the stomach are the proper dis- 
tance from the camera. 
‘The balloon js then punctured by 
a device connected to the tube, A 
brilliant electric light which Js part 
of the camera fiashea on and the 
16. pictures are taken In a hundred 
and twentieth of n second. 2 
The camera. does not employ 
lenses but minute pinholes, operat- 
ing on the principle of the pinhole 
camera, The sixteen films em- 
ployed are each about a quarter of 
an_inch square. : 
From them enlargements can be 
made and a model of the Interior of 
the stomach constructed.

WAR CLOUDS 


Now that there seems small 
hope of a peaceful adjustment of 
the dispute between . Italy and 
FAbyssinia, it ig worth while to 
look into ‘the circumstances 
which have provoked the present 
crisis. Abyssinia, as is well 
known, except where it borders 
on Egypt is- surrounded by terri- 
tories ruled by Britain, France 
and Ituly. Relations between 
Italy and Abyssinia have been 
strained for some years, and:on 
several occasions Italy has threa- 
tened the Abyssinian border; for 
the frontier between them is 
desert country and no definite 
boundary hag ever been made. 
It is this undefined frontier that 
has caused -all the trouble. In 
1908 -the countries concerned 
concluded a Treaty saying that 
their frontier should be 180 miles 
from the “sea. Part of this 
Treaty said that the actual boun- 
dary should be marked by wells 
of water, but this has never been 
done, and both Italy and Abys- 
sinia uccuse each other of failing 
to co-operate. By September, 
1934, trouble was: brewing. 
Abyssinia was said to be arming, 
and-Italy was moving troops to 
Somaliland. Both Governments, 
as is usual in times of danger, 
stated that their relationship 
was entirely friendly, but they 
had their eyes on the wells. 
Ualual, a town sixty miles west 
of the unknown frontier, appear- 
ed ‘in’ Italian maps as part of 
Italy’s dominions, while the Em- 
peror of Abyssinia, who was 
tightening his hold on his outly- 
ing provinces, declared .that 
Uulual- was part of his province 
of Ogaden. In: November, 1934, 


fan Anglo-Abyssinian ‘Commis- 


sion went to Ualual, A clash 
with Italian colonial troops oc- 
curred and after nearly a month 
no solution of the main problem 
wag.reached. The British Mis- 
sion made every possible effort, 
but it was continually thwarted 
by the unconciliatory attitude of 
the Italian representative.
